TRANSPLANTING INFORMATION 


The figures 2-1, 2-2, shown above, represent the 
number of years the trees have been in seed beds, 
number of years in transplant beds, and the number 
of times transplanted. The first figure indicates the 
number of years the trees remained in the seed bed 
before being transplanted. The second figure indicates 
the number of years the trees remained in the trans- 
plant bed. The total of the figures indicates the age 
of the tree, and each dash represents one transplant- 
ing. The total of the figures add up to the age of the 
tree. Thus, a 2-2 Balsam Fir is a 4-year old tree 
which remained in the seed bed two years, was 
transplanted, and remained in the transplant bed 
two years.
